May 19", 2011, Massapequa Park, NY — A delegation 
of Amateur Radio operators from the Long Island / New 
York City area met this morning with Congressman 
Peter T. King (R-NY) to discuss his recent proposed 
legislation, HR 607, and its impact on Amateur Radio. 


Congressman King said that he fully understands and 
appreciates the importance of Amateur Radio and the 
service it provides to the community, and that he would 
see to the modification of the bill so that the 420 — 440 
MHz band would be excluded from the spectrum to be 
auctioned.

He further asked us to ‘get the word out’ 
and inform the Amateur Radio community that 70 
centimeters is not in jeopardy,” said Mike Lisenco 
N2YBB, ARRL SM for New York City/Long Island (NLI).

The ARRL and its partners in the IARU have been involved in the preparations for several items on the 2012 World 
Radiocommunication Conference (WRC-12) agenda. Agenda item 1.15 is “to consider possible allocations in the 
range 3-50 MHz to the radiolocation service for oceanographic radar applications.” Such radars have been in 
operation in coastal areas for many years, typically under experimental licenses. 


Based on protection requirements for the Amateur Service that the IARU had arranged to be included in ITU 
documentation, the Conference Preparatory Meeting (CPM) Report for WRC-12 that was adopted in February 
concluded that sharing between oceanographic radars and the Amateur Service “seems to be difficult.” Sharing 
studies, therefore, focused on in-band compatibility in the bands used only by the fixed and/or land mobile services. 
The CPM Report offers three methods of satisfying the agenda item through various combinations of primary and 
secondary allocations, with the objective of satisfying the operational need for safety systems (e.g. for the detection of 
tsunamis) and providing for the operation of other systems while protecting other allocated services from harmful 
interference. 


The CPM Report does not propose specific allocations for oceanographic radars, this being the prerogative of 
individual administrations who may submit proposals directly to the ITU or through their respective regional 
telecommunications organizations such as CITEL; however, the report does identify broad ranges of fixed/mobile spectrum where such allocations might be 
considered. None of these ranges overlap internationally allocated amateur bands. 


In the United States, preparations for a World Radiocommunication Conference proceed along two parallel tracks. The FCC convenes a WRC Advisory 
Committee (WAC) to gather input from non-federal spectrum users and other interested parties. Several Informal Working Groups (IWGs) are established to 
address the wide range of agenda items. The ARRL participates fully in the WAC and relevant IWGs. At the same time, federal spectrum interests are addressed 
through the National Telecommunications and Information Administration (NTIA) in the Department of Commerce. The FCC, NTIA and Department of State 
collaborate to develop US proposals based on the two preparatory streams. 


In October 2010, the WAC completed its work on agenda item 1.15 and adopted draft proposals of allocations for radiolocation in the bands 4.440-4.500 MHz, 
13.410-13.530 MHz, 13.870-13.990 MHz, 25.330-25.550 MHz, 26.200-26.420 MHz and 41.6-42.4 MHz. The allocations would be on a primary basis, but without 
the right to claim protection from interference from other primary services operating in the bands. This outcome was satisfactory to the ARRL. The WAC 
subsequently held its final meeting on April 19, 2011. 


But in May 2011 -- following a consultative process that is as yet unclear -- the US submitted NTIA-developed proposals to CITEL, the regional 
telecommunications organization for the Americas, that are significantly different from the WAC proposals and affect more frequency bands, specifically 3.155- 
3.200 MHZ, 4.438-4.650 MHz, 5.250-5.450 MHz, 13.410-13.570 MHz, 14.350-14.990 MHz, 25.330-25.550 MHz, 26.200-26.420 MHz, 41.015-41.665 MHz and 
43.35-44.0 MHz. These allocations would be on a primary basis, but with a footnote that radiolocation stations may not cause harmful interference to, nor claim 
protection from, stations operating in the fixed and mobile services -- an odd provision, since this is the definition of a secondary, not a primary, service. 


One aspect of these proposals is of concern to the ARRL: the inclusion of 5.250-5.450 MHz. While there is no international allocation to the Amateur Service in 
this band, the United States -- and a growing number of other countries -- have authorized limited amateur operations on a non-interference basis. In view of the 
sharing difficulties noted in the CPM Report, the ARRL would have raised its concern within the FCC preparatory process, had the NTIA proposals been made 
available to the WAC, as was the case with more timely NTIA proposals.

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With great anticipation, DXers the world over are looking forward to the 9th of July this year as the predicted day of South Sudan's declaration of independence. 
Indeed, that declaration is set to happen, but it will not yet guarantee the birth of anew DXCC entity, at least at that time. 


The DXCC rules are written in such a way that only a new country's membership in the United Nations and/or its ITU country prefix will result in the anticipated 
DXCC counter. The U.S. State Department Geographer's list of Dependencies and Areas of Special Sovereignty obviously does not apply in this case. 


The opinion from the ARRL is that no exceptions will be made in this case. They state that the event date — i.e. declaration of independence — will not cause 
potential QSOs to be counted retroactively. Rather, Newington categorically assumes that U.N. membership, which will most likely come first, followed by the 
release of an ITU prefix by the U.N. telecommunications agency, will lead to country status. 


The prospect of a new country has taken an unexpected turn just recently. The country's borderline has never been settled between North and South Sudan in 
the area (Abyei) where most of the oil reserves are located. It was agreed under the 2005 Peace Agreement that the border issue will be resolved by the people 
in that province. A referendum to settle the matter has not happened. Instead, the North (ST2) has entered the disputed province with force. Additionally, the 
North has stated that they will not support an independent State in the south unless the contested region is theirs. The matter now remains totally in limbo.

While the amateur radio project announced earlier this year by 5Z4DZ, ST2AR, W3UR and OH2BH is well underway, it is not yet reasonable to swing your 
antennas toward South Sudan, as we speak. The project has two well-known DXers now permanently based in South Sudan: SM7PKK and YI1DZ/ST2DZ. The 
knowledge and the professional presence are in place to proceed with an immediate activation as soon as the above country status matters are resolved.

| needed a circuit for a project | had in mind and | knew that it was in one of my QST magazines. | found once again, it was going to be a major undertaking to 
find it. My QSTs were in at least three places in the house. They initially were stacked by the year but previous searches left the main pile completely mixed up. 
Since the project | had in mind was just that, something in mind, | decided that the disorganized pile of QST magazines needed to be dealt with first. 


The immediate plan was to organize the magazines and then to figure out a way of keeping them organized. 


| had long since restricted to my QST accumulation to 10 years because of the weight and the space they required. | rounded up all of my magazines from 
around the house and the book shelf. | laid them out on the shop floor and under the watchful eyes of my cat and dog | started to arrange them into 10 separate 
piles. 


This would normally take about 15 to 20 minutes but it became closer to three hours. This was because when | picked up each magazine | would check the 
Table of Contents and quite often would see an article that | marked as a “hold or keeper,” or circuit that | wanted to copy and file. 


When | finally finished | had 10 stacks of organized QSTs and was all set to put them back on the shelves. 


It was then that Kitty-kitty, as all cats must do, stepped up on a pile of magazines and then proceeded to walk around on each pile. | don’t understand why cats 
have to do this. Or why they have to try and get on the highest thing in the house. Sometimes | think they’re just wired up wrong.

Naturally | raised my voice ..... which brought all hostilities to an immediate halt. Both looked at me with the expression on their faces that said, “UH-OH! Or 
something like that. My 10 stacks of magazines now looked like a Las Vegas two-deck shuffle gone bad! 


As soon as my eyes went from them to what was now a magazine landfill, both animals bolted for the cellar steps with the cat making it to the top in just two 
bounds. However, Dum-Dawg was fighting for every step. He was down on his chest, tail between his legs, trying to pull himself up to the next step; leaving toe- 
nail marks in the carpet, whining like | used to do when | had Frankenstein nightmares. And | was hot on his tail! They both knew The Man was mad! Really mad!

The Japanese Ministry of Internal Affairs has decided to scrap Morse telegraph testing for the Amateur Radio Class 1 
and 2 licenses with effect from October 1, 2011. 


A public consultation on the Morse test was held earlier in the year to which 39 people responded. Following the 
consultation the Ministry announced that Morse telegraphy testing would be discontinued. 

Japan pioneered the HF No-Code Amateur Radio license (Class 4) in the 1950's although they still required Morse for 
the higher license classes. The written exam for the Class 4 is roughly equivalent to the Foundation exam in the United 
Kingdom and Australia and the discontinued USA Novice.

Amateur radio stations operating from the 13 original U.S. colonies will be joined by 
members of the Holmesburg Amateur Radio Club to celebrate Independence Day from 
the city where independence was declared, Philadelphia, PA. 


Each of the original 13 
colonies will be represented by a special event station using a 1x1 callsign, K2A - K2M.

When you work WM3PEN send an SASE, IRC, or Green Stamp ($1) with your QSL to WM3PEN. Use the address for WM3PEN at QRZ.COM. 
SWLs may send a confirmation of reception to request a QSL card. Simply indicate the stations making contact with WM3PEN, time, frequency, 
and your receiving equipment. SWL stations should follow the same mailing instructions. Collect all "13" for a set. All Colony States have real 
nice special event QSL cards in full color, depicting their state flag or other Colonial period designs promoting their Colony State! This is a must 
have collection! The only way you can acquire a "set" is to complete a "Clean Sweep" of all Colony stations during the 5 day event. 


WMS3PEN, along with the other stations participating in the 13 Colonies Event will be operating on 10 - 80 Meters, but will not be operating on the 
WARC bands.
